The above article mentioned appeared 
in The New York Times——‘Philadelphia 
Enrolls Teen-Age Police” where in it states 
that the City of Philadelphia has decided 
to make boys of 19 full-fledged, sworn, uni- 
formed, gun-carrying patrolmen with un- 
limited power of arrest after three months’ 
training.” 


Chief Husby was asked for his com- 
ments, He stated that he did not feel it wise 
to hire boys of this age due to their im- 
maturity. That it has been our experience 
that there are more supervisory problems 
with the young officer, than with the older, 
mature men, Further, that he felt that in 
regard to aiding in recruitment, he be- 
lieves the present Senior Cadet program 
the department has, is more valid. Also 
that the City of Lansing participates in 
the Mid-Michigan Training Academy which 
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trains the young officer—and that this 
amounts to a considerable sum of money 
that is returned to the city as a result of 
the program. 


Comm, Dillingham stated he felt young 
men who are 18 or 19 yrs. of age could be 
utilized to advantage in such areas as 
traffic control problems—at fire scenes, 
black-topping street areas, ete. 


Chief Husby agreed this was true, but 
that in the event these young men—the 
cadets—were utilized in the field, that their 
uniforms should be completely different 
from the regular patrolman’s, so that there 
would be no doubt or misconception on the 
part of the public as to their limited author- 
ity, in relation to the regular officer with 
the power of arrest, He further stated 
he may utilize the cadets on vehicle safety 
checks, which he is considering at this 
time; whereby, one police officer would be 
working with cadets as other members of 
checking teams. 


He recommended that Mr, Walker’s letter 
be accepted and placed on file, and that a 
letter of appreciation for his interest be 
forwarded to him. 


Comm. McConnell— 


I would like to so move, and explain also 
our making additional use of the cadets as 
the Chief has explained. 


Supported by Comm. Dutzy.

Comm, McConnell inquired if any cadets 
in the current program were of the minority 
groups—and was advised that there were 
none at the present time. 


He also suggested that he felt the fact 
that the department now has three negro 
police officers; which he, himself, had only 
learned recently thru casual conversation 
with the Chief—might be an aid in recruit- 
ing other individuals for positions on the 
department.

The major 
change is in the grievance procedure, which 
provides for the final step to be ruled on 
by an arbitration board. 


Comm. Guyselman: “That contract is a 
high degree of neglect of expertise. It has 
given an arbitrator the right to run the 
police department. They have given away 
the very thing that we fought for in the 
grievance procedure adopted by this board. 
That a man filing a grievance could be rep- 
resented by an F.O.P. official at any level 
with talks with command officers, but this 
F.0.P. representative had to be a member 
of the Police Department. The new proce- 
dure allows a paid representative of the 
FOP, in this instance Attorney William 
VanDuzer, to negotiate any grievance with 
command officers from the Chief down to a 
Sergeant.” 


He further pointed out that in approving 
this contract without consulting the Police 
Board just simply means that the “City 
boards no longer have any function,” and 
that the boards under the current charter 
are obsolete. 


The report submitted by Deputy Chief 
Murphy concerning the complaint of Mr. 
Frank Schieberl, referred to the department 
by Mayor Graves was received and placed 
on file with the motion being made by 
Comm. Guyselman that the report be ac- 
cepted and forwarded to the Mayor.

Rollis give the report of the Sites Commit- 
tee, and its recommendations, if any. 


Comm, Rollis stated that he had supplied 
each member of the Board with a copy of 
the Site Committee Report which follows: 


“The eventual need of the citizens of 
Lansing for a more adequate Police facili- 
ty was recognized many years ago by its 
inclusion in the long-range capita] improve- 
ments budget, That need was further em- 
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phasized in the comprehensive Kenny report 
on Lansing Police operations concluded in 
1967. A preliminary report by Lt. Allan 
Yauch in 1968 established basic considera- 
tions of site and size location. Another 
consideration of the site committee was the 
cost to Lansing’s taxpayers. 


Recent developments have made site ac- 
quisition and preliminary planning a neces- 
sity. The Public Safety Garage is currently 
housed in temporary quarters on a year to 
year basis, Although its terms are very 
favorable to Lansing’s taxpayers, a perma- 
nent facility must be begun. Expanded 
court space needs have been created by re- 
cent additions to the judiciary. The addi- 
tion of 48 people to the authorized strength 
of Lansing’s Police forces in the last two 
years has accelerated Lansing’s need for 
a more efficient Police building. 


While other possibilities were considered, 
interest in the South Washington Park site 
resulted in a proposal by Asst. Chief 
O’Toole, over a year ago, which you have. 
The site we are considering has features 
unusual in a metropolitan police relocation. 
In adition to meeting principal require- 
ments of size and central location, this site 
also has the possibility of a greatly ex- 
panded police role in youth activities. 


Topography suggests a low-level building 
with maximum security areas below ground, 
but aceessible from a rear entrance. Main 
access would be from Washington Avenue, 
utilizing a forty-foot roadway north of the 
adjacent National Guard Armory leading 
to the rear of the proposed Police building. 
Public access would be directly in front of 
the building. 


A Logan Street exit would be possible 
through easements on land between the 
Penn Central Railway and Hazen Lumber. 


It is important that the Police Board con- 
sider the interests of all the citizens of 
Lansing before approving the South Wash- 
ington site. The site committee met with 
Mayor Pro-Tem Louis Adado, Publie Safety 
Chairman Roger May, Park Board Chair- 
man Justin English, and others to consider 
using the north edge of South Washington 
Park for a Police building. At present the 
park comprises over 50 acres. The baseball 
diamonds, the ice rink, the warming house 
and most of the picnic ground would be 
untouched. Six acres lying west of the 
present park which have not had picnic 
areas cleared would be made available. In 
addition, negotiations would be initiated to 
provide an access to the park for those liv- 
ing north of Schafer Bakery in the Rundle- 
Logan-Mt. Hope area, 


It appears that a fortunate circumstance 
has arisen in which land necessary to con- 
tinue our present level of Police protection 
would be made available while at the same 
time Lansnig’s Parks and Recreation pro- 
gram would be strengthened, 


Therefore, the site committee of the Lan- 
sing Police Board moves that: 
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(1) The north 15 acres of the South Wash- 
ington Park (The South line roughly 
paralleling the south property boundary 
of the Michigan National Guard prop- 
erty extended) be approved as the site 
of Lansing’s Police Headquarters and 
related facilities. 


(2) The Parks Board, the Model Cities 
Board, the Board of Water & Light, 
Penn Central Railway, Hazen Lumber, 
Federal Drop Forge, the City Attorney, 
and The City Council be fully informed 
of this action. 

(8) Providing the City Council approves 

Police use of the site, that the Police 

Board Site Committee be directed to 

authorize a professional feasibility 

study resulting in cost estimates to con- 
struct the Police Building and a Public 

Safety Garage.
